ihe Chief’s secretary, said: *“There is bo 
branch of police business that bas moxge work and 
less satisfaction connected with it than mysterb 
ous disappearances. Very little attention is ordl- 
varily paid to the subject, as there are pot more 
than a case oF two venuine occurring in a year. 
There is really nu myste.y In these cases andin 
most of them the work done ts labor last. People 
have a wrong impression of the duties ofa police 
department in these cases. There is no fund set 
apart for his work. but most people 
think there is money laid aside for the purpose of 
hunting up persons. In the Zou Watkins case 
every cent of the expense was paid by the family. 

“About what per cent of persons wiio disappear 
are heard from again?” 

“I have never paid any attention to this subject. 
When a case is reported, we simply paste it in the 
reporters’ book and only make note of it for our 
own benefit. No record is kept. I suppose 05 per 
cent of the eases reported have no mystery what 
ever abcu! them. and they are fully explained 
away by tiie party’s return or otherwise,” 

“tlow do you Classify these alleged cases?” 

“We never take the trouble to Classify them 
but they might be divided into boys, girls, marri d 
couples and old persons. The first class is com- 
pos«d of Buffalo Bill cases. Every oncé ina while 
we are advised fromthe East of some such case, 
and we pick up the youth,who is invariably armed 
with a couple of revolvers, a dirk-Kuife and a LOX 
of eartriiges. Two bovs wuen: lly set out from 
their bomes on these Indian killing exjcdilions 
together.
